consider in council the offer made by 
Premier King on behalf of.the Domin- 
ion. , 

We strongly . of the opinion 
that the government shoud insist that 
a question such importance and 
magnitude as thé resources question 
should be settled on.a basi8 of principle 
and not on a basis of barter. 

The offer was carefully considered 
by my colleagues and on January 2, 
I wrote Premier King setting out our 
understanding of the status of negotia- 
tions at that time and informed him

that in the opinion of this governinent’ 


the offer made was quite 
on any basis of valuation of the re- 
sources alienated for strictly federal 
purposes. 

There the matter rests at the present 
time. In conclusion let me say that the 
government feels that this is in no 
sense a party question, but a provinc- 
ial question in the broadest sense .of 
the word and the government will wel- 
come any constructive suggestions 
from the House that will assist in ar- 
riving at a settlement ©f the matter. 
There is no question that administ- 
ration of the resources can be carried 
on more economically by the province 
than, by the Dominion, 

There is no question that in many 
ways it woud be an advantage to the 
province to have control of our lands 
both in the interest of agriculture and 
coal mining-the two main industries 
of the province. 

There is some question as to the im- 
mediate pecuniary. valué to the prov- 
ince of the resources, but we feel that 
the government have a serious respon-

We are prepared to make every ef- 
fort toward a settlement but we must 
fully protect the interests of the people 
of the.province in doing so. ,

open for further negotiations and we 
aye prepared to continue negotiations 
for settlement with thé dominion gov-

Among the many advantages claim- 
ea for the Hare system the following 
may be noted.. 

(1) It ensures a representation of 
members corresponding directly ‘with 
the popular vote in the constituency, 
and thus_reflects public opihion much 
more faithfully than the majority sys- 
tem, under which the swing of a small 
balance of voters. from one party to 
another may produce an electoral 
landslide.” 

* (2) Minorities, who in_ single- 
member constituencies under major- 
ity voting, would have. no chance of 
receiving direct representation, are 
able under Proportional Representa- | 
tion tO obtain as many seats as their 
relative voting strength entitles them 
to, Thus a pew interest and hope in} 
politics becomes possible among. min- 

orities who have hitherto been virtu- 

‘ally disenfranchised, as for example, 

Conservatives in Quebec province, and 

Labor groups generally. 

(3) The deferential method en 
ables w voter to disériminate, not only 
between parties, bat also between the 
candidates of the same party; while 
the transferable device ensures, that 
his vote will not be wasted, on either 
the ‘runaway’ or the ‘also ran’ can 
didate. — 

(4) The wider multiple constitu- 
ency tends to make the local feeling 
of the elector and the local obliga- 
tions of the leected less restricted. 
A member becomes one of a group of 
representatives instead of the sole re- 
presentative of.a district, and as such 
he need be less subservient: to his 
electors, 

(6) Instead of the exclusion of an 
independent party man, who fails tq 
receive the official nornination of the 
caucus, and instead of contests be-|, 
tween candidates of different wings 
of the same party, it becomes possible 
under.. Proportional Representation 
for both the orthodox and unorthodox 
party ,candidates to be returned. The 
disciplinary control of the party ma- 
chine is thus relaxed. 

_ (6) In the legislature the domin- 
ance of the cabinet, which has been 
growing increasingly autocratic, 
would tend to be checked where the 
government commanded only a small 
majority of disciplined supporters, 
and where it was compelled to bid 
groups.
